No other name can describe 
the cyclone th a t swept across the sea 
of Azov Saturday. 
It will be impossi­ 
ble for days yet to compute the dam­ 
age done, but it is almost certain at 
least 1,000 persons 
have perished, 
some 
by 
drowning, 
others 
by 
being 
crushed 
under 
falling 
houses and trees. 
The excitem ent 
is great among the American colony in 
this city, for it is feared a t least two 
parties of American tourists were on 
the sea of Azov at the time the wind 
did its deadly work. 
Everybody is 
praying th at some lucky chance de­ 
layed the excursionists so th at they 
could not reach their em barking port 
to-day. 
At a late hour there was still 
only a general report of the disaster 
on which to base surmises of the 
Americans’ safety. 
This report re­ 
counts wide havoc. 
The wind was first felt at Nogaisk. 
Nogaisk is peopled mostly by fisher­ 
men, who were out on the water. The 
village 
was 
razed, overturned, as 
though an immense plow had been 
pushed through it. Lying everywhere 
were women and children, dead or in 
the last agonies. 
The shallow w aters 
of the sea of Azov were lashed to such 
a height th at it was plain every fish­ 
ing boat must have been sunk. 
The cyclone swept on to the north­ 
east 
after wrecking Nogaisk. 
Its 
path seems to have been unusually 
wide, for at M arinopol it devastated 
the country to a point eleven miles 
inland, and had its outer edge far 
upon the sea. 
Marinopol was prac 
tically blotted out of existence. 
Not 
three houses in a hundred are left 
standing. 
It is estim ated th at over 200 persons 
perished in this town alone. 
North 
of M arinopol the storm seems to have 
made a sudden turn to the eastw ard 
over Dolga points, its left edge in 
H iding slight damage to the tow n of 
Berdnimsk. 
Houses there were un­ 
roofed and a dozen persons were 
killed by falling timbers. 
Once at sea the storm made its full 
fury felt. 
Of the steamers th a t touch 
a t the port of Berdiansk, not one had 
come in a t the hour of the late report. 
Grave fears are expressed th a t every 
craft in the sea has gone to the bot­ 
tom and 
th a t 
every passenger is 
drowned. 
When the wind swept over 
the northern end of Azov it took a 
new course, going southerly along the 
coast of the land of the Black Cos­ 
sacks. 
In tu rn Eisk and Achueb were 
ravaged, each town being almost to­ 
tally destroyed. Telegraphic commun­ 
ication w ith this district is suspended 
rand it is impossible to learn the ex­ 
te n t of the destruction, b ut a t least 
3,000 persons m ust have died on the 
tw o shores. 
The storm, as nearly as 
can be learned, seemed to suddenly 
lose its force near Temrink and passed 
off with comparative quiet southerly 
over the Black sea.

M any Declarations Reported—It'1 Chester­ 
ville Damage Estimated at 8200,000 


O ttaw a, O nt, Aug. 27.— An exten­ 
sive fire took place yesterday after­ 
noon in Roche sterville, a Suburb of 
this city, doing damage estim ated a t 
upw ard of §200,000. 
The fire started 
in piles of lumber belonging to John 
R. Booth, and owing to great distance 
of w ater supply soon got beyond con­ 
trol and extended toward the city 
until the wind fortunately changed. 
The territory covered by the fire 
was about ten acres. 
On this were 
between six and eight million feet of 
lumber belonging to Mr. Booth, valued 
at $150,000; six railw ay cars w ith lum ­ 
ber belonging to the Export Lumber 
company, the Parry Sound railw ay 
bridge, the Cedar street public school, 
valued a t 
$8,000. 
Several sm aller 
buildings were also burned. 
The fire 
was undoubtedly the work of an in­ 
cendiary. 
At IO p. rn. it was burning 
brightly and should a strong breeze 
spring up the loss will be great.

by the general government which has 
been fostered by the western mem­ 
bers. 
The only financial measure which 
has been enacted by the Fifty-third 
congress, except the repeal of the pur­ 
chasing clause of the Sherman act, 
became a law Sept.

George W illiam s, the Founder of the 
Association W rites to Commend the 
Bower City Branch—Details of L ast 
Evening's M eeting—Brief Addresses 
By Local W orkers. 


F iiends of th e Janesville Y. M. C. 
A. filled th e C ongregational church 
la st evening. 
T he la st of th e union 
services w as devoted to Y. M. C. A.

“ Hence as a logical sequence, comes 
th e conclusion, th a t we who wish to 
help the y o u rg m e n o f our com m unity, 
m ust consider

needs, and then we shall find the field 
all ready for spiritual sowing. 
“ Clearly defined, this is the aim of 
th e Y. M. C. A., to aid the young m an 
in the developm ent of ail the possibili­ 
ties of his nature, spiritually, in te l­ 
lectually and physically. 
“ I wish I had tim e to tell you of

sum m er land of Japan. 
Inspiring 
reports come to us of thousands of souls 
w on

life. 
“ T here is a glow ing picture of de­ 
voted ch ristian work in the life story 
of W illiam E. Lewis, who gave the 
la st eighteen years of his life to the 
organization of the Y. M. C. A. of 
W isconsin. 
W hen 
called 
to tak e 
cliarge of th is w ork as general secre­ 
ta ry he w as pondering grave ques­ 
tions. 
‘Am I m aking th e best of my 
life? 
Am I doing th e w ork my Mas­ 
te r intended I should do?’ and he had 
decided to devote his life solely to re­ 
ligious work. 
Ju st a t th is tim e came 
a n offer of an 
official position a t 
W ashington, w ith a salary of $1,500 a 
year. 
T hen came a n ig h t of struggle 
and tem ptation. 
‘Did I m ean w hat I 
said w hen I told th e Lord I w ould do 
his w ork?’he questioned. T he answ er 
w as characteristic of th e m an. 
‘I 
m eant w h at I said.’ 
Ae came to Wis­ 
consin and struggled w ith m any priva­ 
tions for a few years, for his salary 
w as sm all. 
B ut he builded w ell the 
foundations of our glorious Y. M. C.

belonged to any church or cared for 
th e ir spiritual w elfare. In June, 1344, 
tw elve young men m et in his bedroom 
to ta lk th e m atter over. 
They asked 
each other, and w ent to th e source of 
all help, and asked th e ir M aster in 
p ray er th e solem n question: 
“ How 
can we help th e young m en of Lon­ 
don?” T hey form ed a prayer union, 
and from this sm all beginning arose 
th e W orld’s Y oung Men’s Christian As­ 
sociation. 
T his sum m er, in 
June, 
thousands of delegates assem bled in 
London, to celebrate the sem i-centen­ 
n ial of the London association and 
honor its reverend founder. 
“ A few m onths ago, w ith a feeling

Twenty-first, 
Twenty-filth, Twenty-seven th. Twen­ 
ty-ninth and Thirty-first. 
The demo­ 
crats are pretty sure of five—the First, 
Thirteenth, Fifteenth, Twenty-third 
and Thirty-third. 
The N inth and 
N ineteenth and the Fourth and Eigh­ 
teen (the latter beiDg vacant, as ex­ 
plained above) are doubtful. 
In both 
the N inth and N ineteenth the pros­ 
pects of republican success are quite 
flattering. 
W ith the five hold over 
members they have to start with, the 
republicans are most sure of Af teen 
members of the next senate, and if 
they carry only two of the doubtful 
districts they will have a majority. 
They are likely to carry more than 
two, so th a t they will be able to or­ 
ganize the body, but the closeness of 
contest is obvious.” 
The Seventeenth district, now rep ­ 
resented by Senator R. J. Burdge, is 
composed of Greco county, the towns

left the band and cam e galloping over 
the prairie toward his tent.

w ith a broad grin on his face. I asked 
him w hat brought him home so soon 
anti he replied th at his wife, knowing 
th a t he had quite a little money with 
him, had called him home for fear 
th a t he m ight be tem pted to gam ble 
it away.
